THE great Wabash Railway bridge, 
spanning the Missouri River at St. Charles, 
again went down, on the evening of the Sth, 
precipitating an entire freight train of some 
thirty cars sixty-five feet into the river be- 
low. The engineer, Jack Kirksby, fireman 
Chamberlain, and one other employee took 
the terrible plunge, but strange to say two 
of them escaped. without serious injury. 
Engineer Kirkby was either killed by the 
fall or. drowned. His fireman came 
out of the cab to the surface and 
wes rescued. Several stock men leaped 
from the caboose in time to save themselves 





as they saw the front of the 
train plunging into the abyss. 
It was two years ago. on the! 


8th of November that a similar disaster oc- 
curred. That time it was the third span; 
this time it waz the first span that suc- 
cumbed. 

A DETACHMENT of troops has been 
ordered from Fort Omaha to the vacated 
reservation of the Otoe and Missouri In- 
dians, in Southeastern Nebraska, to drive

small bands of squatters who are setting out 
to repeat the Oklahoma adventure on a lim- 
ited scale. The Indians were removed to 
the Indian Territory a few weeks ago, and 
the lands of this reservation were to be sold 
for their benefit. Meantime the squatters 
have begun pouring into the reservation, 
and this being reported to the Secretary of 
the Interior, at his request the War De- 
partment ordered the movement of troops 
as indicated. It is hardly anticipated that 
there will be determined resistance. 

ADDISON and William Burns, on trial 
at Clarion, Pa,, for complicity in Missouri 
Jand frauds, have been found guilty and re- 
manded to jail pending sentence. Many 
persons in Pittsburgh and Northwestern 
Pennsylvania have been swindled out of 
large sums, ranging from $1,000 to $25,000, 
through these transactions. The Burnses 
were the chief ringleaders of that part of the 
country, and are all well known in Pitts- 
burgh, Wm. Burns having been President 
ofa bank there for many years. The case 
has been prosecuted by the United States, 
although tried in the State Court, by reason 
of a want of jurisdiction in the Federal 
Courts.

mutilated. The wheel made 300 revolutions 
before the engine could be stopped. He 
died shortly after the accident. 

Two aged maiden sisters, Mary and 
Louisa Means, who resided in Franklin 
Township, Westmoreland County, Pa., 
were murdered the other night in their beds. 
They had the reputation of being very 
wealthy, and this was doubtless the incen- 
tive to the crime. 

Hatnaway, Gity Enginter of Cold- 
water, Mich., has pleaded guilty to the 
charge of being accessory to setting fire to 
the Coldwater Armory last June. He said 
that three other persons were concerned 
with him, that they had ‘planned four dis- 
tinct fires in different quarters, and that the 
motive was to rouse interest in the fire de- 
partment in order to raise funds for the 
State tournament which was to be held 
later on. : é

LATE NEWS ITEMS. 

In the Senate, on the 13th, Mr. Vest 
introduced a bill for the construction of 
Capt. Eads’ ship railway across the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec. The bill provides that 
Eads shall first demonstrate the practica- 
bility of the scheme by expending $75,000,000 
in preliminary work and that when the plan 
is proved practicable Congress shall guaran- 
tee bonds to the amount of 100,000,000. A 
resolution was adopted in the House for the 
appointment of a select committee to audit 
all claims for services and expenses grow- 
ing out of the illness and burial of the late 
President Garfield; also to consider what 
allowance of pension or privilege be granted 
to the widow and family of the late Presi- 
dent. 

Dr. SpitzKa, of New York, acele- 
brated medical expert, has made a thor- 
ough personal examination of Guiteau, and 
declares under oath that he has no doubt of 
the prisoner’s insanity. Further than this, 
he said: ‘I-do not hesitate to reiterate my 
opinion that an expert who will in this 
court testify that the prisoner is sane, is, in 
my opinion, no expert or a dishonest one.’ 
Dr. Spitzka underwent a ‘severe cross-ex- 
amination from Corkhill, but maintained 
his position unshaken. 

H. H. RippLEeBERGER received the 
Readjuster nomination for U. 8. Senator 
jrom Virginia. 

Returns to the National Board of 
Health show the general health of the coun- 
try to be good, save that small-pox, scarlet 
fever and typhoid fever are epidemic in some 





localities. Scarlet fever is very severe in 
New England, typhoid fever is prev- 
alent to an unusual extent in the 


South and West, and especially in the 
Mississippi Valley. The most alarming dis- 
ease is small-pox at Chicago and Pittsburgh. 
It has been declared epidemic in the latter 
city. 

A GOVERNMENT balloon, in charge of 
Captain Temple, accompanied by Walter 
Powell, M. P., and another gentleman 
named Gardner ascended from Bath, Eng- 
land, and descended at Bridgeport, where 
Captain Temple and Gardner were thrown 
out and injured.

Christmas Gift ’ 


There is one period of the yeat at 
which no man is as rich ashe would like 
to be. Under the pressure of . the de- 
mand for Christmas gifts the purse of 
Fortunatus would run y, and the fabn- 
lous wealth of Croesus was preserved. in- 
tact mainly because in his day the ‘cus- 
tom of Christmas _ presents 
unknown. For it is the vale of the sea- 
son that the gifts which each one de- 
sires'to make are always the gifts whi 
are beyond his means. The schoolbo 
who by heap ofiorts hag saved up a 
dollar out of scant allowance with 
which to surprise the parental heart, al- 
ways finds that the present he had his 
eye on costs $2. Enamored adolescence, 
seeking some suitable testimonial for 
the queen of his affections, may strain 
his pecuniary resources as he will, the 
gift that tempts his desire is always the 
one that lies just beyond his purse. As 
for paterfamilias, on whom falls finally 
the burden of that buying which now 
fills the street with dainty footsteps and 
lines the counters of retail stores with 
rosy faces, it is a well known law of 
providential compensation that the large 
families always come with small for- 
tunes and that the most generous heart 
always goes with the lightest purse. 
The condition of paterfamilias’ pocket- 
book on the day of the Christmas is 
something over which the angels weep. 

The philosophers of society have not 
yet invented any guage or instrument 
by which we measure human happiness 
as we measure the temperature of the 
air, or the courses of the wind. It has 
been assumed that matrimony and pros- 
perity go hand in hand, and that in any 
nation the greater the number of mar- 
riages the greater the volume of 
happiness indicated thereby. There 
is much plausibility in this view, 
but the records of the divorce 
courts show that there is a considerable 
discount to be made from that estimate 
of happiness which is based on the list 
of marriages. But the gifts which are 
given at Christmas, unlike marriage 
promises, are never taken back, and as 
they represent the expression of a genu- 
ine and unalloyed happiness, it might 
be safe to estimate the comparative fe- 
licity of the human race by the extent of 
its Christmas giving. If this is the true 
theory, then are we this year a happy 
nation, for never in the annals of com- 
merce has the world gone so enthusias- 
tically and unrestrainedly into the busi- 

Lonély Waeea intst ‘ve we sou wud 
pitiable the condition of the man who 
sees the Christmas season come without 
a call on him for a present. The isola- 
lation of St. Simeon Stylites on his pil- 
lar or of a hermit in the desert is not! 
more complete than that loneliness | 
which ata time of universal rejoicing 
secludes the solitary or the misanthrope 
from that most blessed companionship, 
the companionship of kindness. It is 
not in the richness of the gifts that the 
blessing consists, for it is the general 
experience that often the ‘most love 
with the least gift goes,’’? and in thou- 
sands of ace. ac and in hundreds of 
thousands of hearts the deepest feelings 
are those called forth by some unpre- 
tending token. But amid the universal 
rejoicing to have no one whose fond- 
ness may claim a recognition, to know 
no tie that may be strengthened by the 
reminders of the season, is to be lonely 
indeed among the crowd and to be un- 
blessed amid a general benediction. 

The custom of giving presents is evi- 
dently on the rapid increase in this 
country, and so far as it represents & 
natural expression of kindly feeling it 
can hardly gain too wide an acceptance 
But there is one species of Christmas 
gift which is equally odious to gods and 
to men, and that is the ‘+ testimonial of 
esteem” which is apt to be given about 
this time of the year by subordinates to 
their, superiors. The public service 
suffers most from this nuisance, and the 
public sense of propriety is offended on 
reading of an official receiving a costly 
present from deputies who owe their 
position to his favor. In workshops and 
private establishments workmen who 
want to stand well with their employer 
are prone to fall into the sin of getting 
up a testimonial and requesting that a 
report of the presentation be published 
in the papers. Such gifts are not gifts 
atall, and should be confiscated in the 
interest of public morals. They are a 
kind of tax, and the worst kind of tax— 
a forced contribution on those who are 
neither able nor willing to bear it, and 
they resemble the gifts which under 
despotic governments are tendered to 
kings and judges, and others whose fa- 
vor is worth purchasing. The rule of a 
Christmas present, or of any other gift, 
should be that it be freely given, and 
that it should come from the one best 
able to give it. Both of these conditions 
are violated by the testimonial nuisance, 
which we would gladly see abated; but 
with that reservation one may safely 
wish increase and favor to the custom 
of Christmas gifts.—S¢. Louis (lobe-

What Foods are Most Economical? 


_ With an advance of twenty to 100 per 
ecnt, and more, in the price of staple 
foods, the above is now a most impor- 
tant ynestion to over forty millions of 
our people, and one of much interest to 
seven or eight millions more. Probably 
there are not two.millions who take no 
thought or care as to the cost of their 
daily diet. Meats, flour, potatoes, corn- 
meal, and milk are the main articles of 
sustenance for the great masses. Fish, 
rice, beans, and oat-meal (recently), 
with lesser amounts of some other arti- 
cles, are consumed; but these alto- 
gether do not, we judge, constitute 
one-tenth of the food of the entire 
people, perhaps not more than five or 
six per cent. 








Dried or smoked beef, ham and cheese | 
rank high, but dried fish outranks all 
others. The nutritive value of dried | 
codfish is remarkable, and it deserves | 
special attentiong 100 lbs. of it supply- | 
ing as much nutriment as 541 Ibs. of | 
beef! It is cheap and abundant every- | 
where, because very portable, and easily 
kept. It yields labor-sustaining alimenit | 
at from one-third down to one-ninth of | 
the cost of beef in different sections of | 
the country. It is easily digestible, and | 
if properly freshened and cooked, it can | 
be made palatable and acceptable to a | 
very large classeneeding to practice | 
economy. 

Of the relative value of potatoes, flour, | 
and corn-meal, we speak elsewhere. - At | 
the average price of beans, these are | 
the cheapest self-sustaining of all direct | 
products of the soil, if not charred or | 
hardened in baking. The drought has! 
greatly diminished the yield, and the) 
present price is high, but they are still | 
comparatively economical. 

The occupation of any class of persons | 
has much to do with deciding the most | 
economical foods. It is estimated that, | 
in a temperate climate, an average rman | 
needs, each twenty-four hours, simply 
to sustain life without increasing his | 
weight, about cleven and a half ounces | 
of heat-producing, and four and threv- | 
quarters of flesh-forming foods. Labor- | 
ers, and those putting forth much exer. | 
tion, need most of the flesh-forming | 
food, such as Jean meats of all kinds, 
cggs, cheese, fish, beans, peas, oat-meal, | 
bread, cabbage, roots, ete. 

Those exposed to cold need more of | 

he heat-producing foods, as fat meats, | 
corn-meal, and generally those articles | 
containing large amounts of oil or) 
starch or both, of sugar, ete. 

Those working hard, in cold weather, | 
need much of both kinds combined, as | 
ir. pork and beans. 

Wheat contains about sixty-nine per | 
cent of heat-producing, and eleyen per 
cent of flesh-forming elements. Indian | 
corn about seventy per cent of heat-pro- | 
dieing starch and oil, and nine per cent | 
of flesh-formers. Beans and peas about | 
fifty-two per cent of heat-producing oil | 
und starch, and twenty-five per cent of | 
flesh-formers. 

Milk admirably combines flesh-form- ! 
ing curd or cheese, and the heat-pro- | 
ducing oil (butter) and sugar. All kinds 
of cheese, including the cottage or sour 
snilk cheese, are excellent strength-giv- 
ing food. All skimmed milk may be 
‘ry economically used in supplying | 
ttage or soft cheese as a strength-civ- |

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ing human food. This soft cheese is, in 
utility and value, very like lean meats. 
Maccaroni makes an excellent variety | 
in the scarcity of vegetables, and should | 
be much better known, and more used | 
by the masses here. It is the staple! 
food of the common people in Italy, in- | 
deed -of most classes. ,It is made of | 
strongly glutinous wheat flour; hence | 
is flesh-forming, while its starch sup- 
plies heat. It may he cooked tender in | 
hoiling water, seasoned with salt, and 
eaten with or even without cream sauce, 
or mil or butter. After boiling it ean 
be putin a pudding dish, with about a/| 
quarter of its weight of grated cheese | 
sprinkled over it, and lightly baked. | 
| 


The addition of cheese makes this diet 
about equal to lean 
former. | 
tipe peas should be more commonly | 
used. A bowl of good pea soup is as 
satisfying as a hearty dinner on a cold | 
day. To make a gallon of it, wash a! 
pint of peas and soak them over night; | 
then boil in five pints of water, gently | 
simmering three hours or so, until 
thoroughly soft. With a potato masher | 
rub the soup through «a colander or | 
wire sieve. A pound of beef or ham) 
bone may be boiled with the peas. The 
soup may be seasoned in various ways— 
with onions, cloves, pepper, sugar, any 
or all of them, to make them most pala- | 
table. Bean soup may be made simil- | 
arly. | 
Stewed: carrots are a far more nour- | 
ishing and economical human food than | 
is generally known, and they should not | 
be mainly left for animals. Scrape the 
roots, chop into small pieces, and stew 
in water until very tender. They may 
be seasoned with flour-and-butter sauce 
—all the better with cream added—and 
in various other ways. Some like them 
made piquant with a dish of cayenne.— 


Wood Ashes, 


Wood ashes are one of the most valu- 
able fertilizers that a farmer can apply 
to his soil. Ash from the wood of the 
beach is said by chemists to contain 
ninety-six Ibs. of potash, thirty-three 
lbs. of lime, six lbs. of magnésia, three 
Ibs: of phosphoric acid, beside sulphuric 
acid, to the bushel of. sixty Ibs. From 
this it will be seen how great their ma- 
nurial value is. For root crops of all 
kinds, grasses, clover, ete., they. will be 
found just what is needed to stimulate 
and feed the crop. “The ash is the min- 
eral element of any vegetable structure, 
and therefore indispensable to — its 
growth. The farmer who will sell his 
ashes is actually parting with so much 
of the fertility of hisfarm. As an ap- 
plication.to reclaimed marsh land. the 
effect of ashes is often wonderful. The 
burnt lands in the Huron peninsula will 
have their produetiveness. greatly. in-

A Sioux Bll of Fare. 


One of the peculiarities of the latest 
United States style of feeding the noble 
red man is the fact that he is given Gov- 
ernment rations, and at fhe same time 
appropriations are made which are sup- 
posed to maintain him. 

Sometimes a wild Indian who don’t 
know much about groceries and how to 
prepare them for food comes in and 
draws his regular soldier ration in this 
way. For instance, up in the Sitting 
Bull country awhile ago, an Indian came 
in from the war-path who had never 
seen any of the pale-face style of food, 
and drew his rations. 

Iie made a light meal of green, un- 
ground coffee the first day, and, as he 





over-ate, and the coffee swelled on him, | 


he bad difficulty in buttoning his pants 
around the pain that he had on hand. 

He felt very unhappy for a day or 
two, but laid it to the fact that he 
hadn’t exercised much, and the conse- 
quent ennui and indigestion resulting 
therefrom. 

As soon as he had succeeded in get- 
ting the intericr department quieted 
down a little, he tackled his ration of 
candles. ‘These he decided to parboil, 
in order to avoid trouble from indiges- 
tion. The dish was not so much of a 
glittering success as he had anticipated, 
and as he remorsefully picked the can- 


| dle wicking out of his teeth with a tent- 


pin, he made some.remarks that grated 
harshly on the wsthetic ears of those 
who stood near. 

Ile then tried a meal of yeast powder 
with vinegar. He ate the yeast powder 
and thén took a pint of extremely po- 
tent vinegar to wash it down. 

At first there was a feeling of glad 
surprise in his stomach, which rapidly 
gave place to unavailing remorse. 

A can of yeast powder in an Indian’s 
stomach don’t seem to be prepared fora 
pint of vinegar, and the result of such 
an unfortunate combination is not grati- 
fying. 

Every little while a look of pain 
would come over the features of the 
noble child of the forest, and then he 
would jump about seventeen feet and 
try to kick a clould out of the sky. Then 
he would sit down and think over his 
past life. 

It took about a week for him to get 
back to where he dared to get up anoth- 
cr meal for himself. ‘n he fricaseed 
a couple of pounds of lauudry soap and 
ate that. 

Soap is all right for external pur- 
poses, or for treating a pair of soiled 
socks, but it does not assimilate with 
the gastric juices readily, and those who 
have tried fried laundry soap as a relish 
co not seem to think that it will ever 
arrive at any degree of prominence as 
an article of diet. 

That is why this untutored child of 
nature swore. Ile had never received 
the benefits of early training in profani- 
ty, and his language therefore was dis- 
connected and rambling, but when we 
consider that he was ignorant of our 
language, and that every little while he 
had to stop and hold on to his digester 
with both hands and dig holes in the 
earth with his feet, the remarks didn’t 
seem altogether out of place or irrel- 
evant. 

When a gallon or so of agitated bak- 
ing powder and vinegar is singing its 
little song in the innermost recesses of 
an Indian, and this has been followed 
by a treatment of laundry soap, the 
student of human nature can find a 
wide field for observation in that local- 
ity. 

The earnest and occupied look, the 
troubled expression of the countenance, 
followed by the quick, nervous twitch- 
ing of the muscles of the face and then 
the swelling up of the body, the burst- 
ing of the suspender button, the deep 
drawn sigh and the smothered cuss 
words, all betoken the gastric agitation 
going on within. 

That is why an Indian prefers a link 
of bologna sausage and a two-year old 
dog to the high-priced groceries so 
common to our modern civilization.—

Ilis orders were at once obeyed, when, 
to the consternation of the Berlinesé¢, a 


storm of missiles burst upon their house | 


roofs. The gallant Swedes had forgot- 
tén to draw the balls from their cannon. 
Four of these. ponderous shot pene- 
trated the walls of the royal castle, and 
were subsequently dug out from their 
lodgments in different portions of the 
building to be collected and ever atter 
carefully preserved in the chamber 
which, to this day, is named after them.

HOME AND FARM. 


—Stareh is greatly iuproved by the 
addition of a little salt and sperm when 
it has reached the boiling point. — 

—All sorts of vessels and utensils may 
be purified from long retained smells of 
every kind in the easiest and most per- 
fect manner, by rinsing them out well 
with charcoal powder, after the grosser 
impurities have been scoured off with 
sand and water. 

—One of the best things in the world 
to give a horse after he has been driven 
is a quart of oatmeal stirred in a pail of 
water. It refreshes and strengthens 
him, relieves his immediate thirst, and 
prepares his stomach for more solid 
food. So says Joseph Harris, after 
twenty years’ trial of it. 

—Stables should be warm enough so 
that horses may be comfortable without 
blankets; then the blankets will do good 
service as coverings when the animal is 
left standing out in the street. The 
practice of covering a horse with a 
blanket in the stable, to be removed as 
soon as he is taken out, is like a man 
wearing his overcoat indoors and taking 
it off when he goes out into the open 
air. 

—THlere is something the children—te 
say nothing of ‘children of a larger 
growth’’—will enjoy making or having 
made, viz., hickory-nut macaroons: 
‘Take the meats and pound fine, add any 
spice you piease, make frosting as for 
cake, and stir thick with the meats and 
spice. Flour the hands and make the 
mixture into balls the size of hickory- 
nuts. Place on buttered tins (allow 
room to spread) and bake in a quick 
oven. 

—Chicken Hash.—This is the proper 
way to serve whateyer roast or boiled 
chicken may be left over from dinner. 
Mince the cold chicken, but not very 
fine, and to a cupful of meal add two 
tablespoonfuls of good butter, a half cup 
of milk, enough of minced onion to give 
a slicht flavor, and salt, mace and pep- 
per to taste. Stew it, taking care to 
stir it, and serve daintily with a garnish 
of parsley. Every particle of bone must 
| be extracted. 
| Apple Fritters.—These make a 
| cheap and delicious dessert. Prepare a 
| batter as for griddle cakes; that is, a 
'thin batter made of flour and sweet 
| milk and baking powder or flour, sour 
|milk, and soda; then stir in apples 

which you have chopped fine, the quan- 
| tity depending on your taste; fry them 
|as you would griddle cakes, and serve 
| with a sirup made of melted white su- 
igar. If you wish, you may make them 
| cea ‘poe dh a 

n patty—pans instead of frying them. 

—Turkey Stuffing.—Many great cooks 
make extratrouble in preparing a force- 
meat stuffing of veal, ham, bacon, 
onions, potatoes, or bread-crumbs and 
all sorts of things. But the ordinary, 
old-fashioned stuffing for a turkey is 
| generally liked the best. Take the soft 
| part of good, light bread (not the crust), 
and do not wet it as is generally done, 
| but rub it dry and fine, and work into it 
a piece of butter the size of an egg. 
Season with salt, pepper and summer 
savory. Add to this a dozen or more 
oysters, whole, and it will be very fine. 
Some good cooks who are ruled by 
taste, and not by books, add to a stuff- 
ing like the above large chestnuts boiled. 
The chestnuts are put on a fire in a 
sauce-pan or spider to burst the skins; 
they are then boiled in very salt water 
or stock, then mix with the stufling 
whole. Serve with a chestnut sauce. 


—QOats should be bruised for an old 
horse, but not for a young one, because 
| the former, through age and defective 
| teeth, can not chew them properly. ‘The 
| young horse can do so, and they are 
|thus properly mixed with saliva and 
' turned into wholesome nutriment. ‘There 
is no nourishment in bad hay, and 
cheapness should never tempt you to 
'useit. Damaged corn is also exceed- 
ingly injurious. Sprinkle hay with salt- 
ed water. It is more easily digested. 
|For a saddle or coach horse half a peck 
of sound oats and eighteen pounds of 
good hay are sufficient. If the hay is 
not good add a quarter of a peck more 
oats. A horse which works harder may 
| have rather more of each; one that 
works less should have less. Rack feed- 
ing is wasteful. The better plan is to 
| feed with chopped hay froma manger, 
| because the food is not then thrown 
|about,and is more easily chewed and di- 
gested.

The Window Garden. 


It often happens that the only room 
available for plants contains but one 
sunny window. ‘To arrange them so 
all catch a glimpse of the sun, set arow 
of pots on the window ledge, and fasten 
above them and inside the casement a 
narrow shelf, and still another higher 
up, allowing sufficient space between 
each two for the probable growth of the 
|plants. A couple of hanging pots can 
| be suspended in wire brackets above 
| the window, and between these can be 
|hung a number of smaller pots, by 





| placing across the brackets a strong thin 
| strip of wood, and hanging them there- 
|to. ‘Then atwo-pot iron bracket may 

be fastened at equal height on either 
side of the window, and if desired a 
narrow board laid across from one to 
| the other. All these shelves can be filled 
| with pots, but unless the window is very 
high and deep only a limited number of 
small plants can be kept. These, how- 
}ever, will thrive in the light and sun- 
shine received. If only a little time can 
| be devoted to their cultivation, a few are 
| better than many. 

One of the advantages of this plan is 
that in a small living-room -none of the 
crowded space is occupied by a cum- 
brous stand. Another is that all thé 
pots, save those on the window ledge, 
are out of the reach of the mischievous 
fingers of children. To keep these lower 
pots from being puiled down, it is well 
to pass around them from one side of 
the window to the other a strong twine, 
tied at Eeach end around screws sunk 
nearly to the head in the casement. 
The plants would also be protected from 
little fingers, from the dust of the living 
room, and from callers who pinch the 
leaves, by hanging from the wire brack- 
ets a breadth of mosquito netting long 
enough to nearly touch the floor. It 
should be tied down at the bottom of the 
window with narrow ribbon or cord and 
tassels, Itis easily drawn asgde when 
the plants are watered,orif desired can 
be taken entirely down after the sweep- 
ing and dusting are over fur the day.— 
Country Gentleman.
